City council criticized 
for hasty zoning denial 


Romulus City Council action 
denying a rezoning request to 
make way for the construction 
of a $6 to $8 million townhouse 
project on Ecorse Road 
brought heated criticism from 
a spokesman representing 
area residents. 

The criticism was voiced by 
Mrs. Theresa Washington of 
6855 Dexter St., Romulus, who 
owns about 26 acres behind the 
proposed multiple dwelling 
project. 

Mrs. Washington (no 
relations to G.E. Wash., 
proposed developer) said she 
was speaking for the majority 
of the area residents when she 
slated they are wholehear- 


tedly in favor of the project 
which she claimed would 
improve a degenerating 
neighborhood. 

‘The action of the city 
council in denying the 
rezoning request (from its 
present (R-1A) single family) 
to RM (multiple dwelling) 
which involves a proposed $6 
to $8 million townshouse 
project is unfair,” she said, 
‘‘and to deny the rezoning 
during the absence of two 
members of the council, in- 
cluding the council president, 
is unjust to the area residents 
and the developer.” 

Mrs Washington stated that 
nothing has been done for the 
site, located on the south side 


of Ecorse Road between 
Wayne and Henry Ruff roads, 
during the past 25 years. 

“We were contacted about a 
year ago on the proposed 
development and were asked 
if we object to it. We asked to 
see the proposed plans and 
have seen them and approved 
the development as the best 
means of improving the area. 
Many of my neighbors think 
likewise,” she added. 

“A private individual 
couldn’t do what is being 
proposed by the G.E. Wash 
Co I am certainly going to tell 
the city council what I think of 
their action,” Mrs.

An ordinance prohibiting 
persons from discharging 
firearms capable of injuring 
people, property or animals 
within the city limits of 
Romulus was approved by 
Romulus voters in a special 
referendum election Aug. 8. 

The community's electorate 
approved the new gun control 
ordinance by a vote of 1,337 — 
987. thus reinstating the 
firearms restriction 
previously adopted by the 
Romulus City Council on Jan. 
27. 

Action by the voters ended 
current attempts by Romulus’ 
sportsmen to revoke the city 
shooting ban. 

Hie new gun control law 
excludes persons firing in self 
defense or those persons 
shooting with approved and 
licensed gun, skeet or trap 
clubs or at a licensed range. 

Hie new ordinance calls for 
prior written approval from 
the city’s law enforcement 
bureau and the city clerk. 
Hiese written approvals are 
required for people who wish 
to participle in public shooting 
exhibitons in the community 
or those discharging firearms 
on their owm property. 

The ordinance also requires 
clubs and ranges to apply for a 
license annuity. 

A referendum to revoke the 
city council’s action adopting 
the shooting ban w r as initiated 
In t spring by Councilman 
James C. Stewart. He was 
supported by the Wayne 
County Sportsman’s Club, 
Michigan Junior Archery Club 
and the local gun club. 

Stewart a strenuous op- 
ponent to gun control, led an 
almost continuous battle nt 
opposing the new ordinance. 
He initiated the referendum 
hoping his supporters would 
win the fight. 

“1 don’t believe in gun 
control and that’s what this 
ordinance really is. The 
people in Romulus have the 
right to bear arms for the 
protection of life, liberty and 
happiness,” said Stew'art. 

Hie fight to get some sort of 
gun control ordinance was 
initiated by residents of the 
Birch Run Cooperative Board 
of Directors and Councilman 
Edmund W. Bizek and 
Brooker R Edwards (Birch 


Index 


Run is a cooperative housing 
development ). 

These residents and their 
spokesmen appeared before 
the city council on several 
occasions in an effort to get 
council’s approval on the gun 
law They complained about 
the random shooting around 
their homes. 

Residents living in 

townhouses adjacent to 
vacant land in the northwest 
side also complained bitterly 
about careless shooting of 
firearms in the city, par- 


ticularly, they said, in the 
vicinity of their homes. 

Hie Romulus City Council 
answered the pleas of these 
citizens who wanted the 
council to make their 
neighborhood safe for their 
children by adopting the new 
ordinance. 

Counilman James C. 
Stewart was the only council 
member to vote against the 
gun ban. 

The official propositon 


which the voters approved 
reads as follows: 

•Ordinance No. 72-33, an 
ordinance to prohibit the 
discharge of certain firearms 
within the City of Romulus, 
except within certain per- 
mitted areas: to provide 
penalities for the violation 
thereof) and to provide for the 
licensing of rifle ranges, was 
adopted by the Romulus City 
Council on Jan. 27, 1972, and 
thereafter made subject to 
referendum. Shall such or- 
dinance become effective. 

The citizens said yes. 


Ford wins 2-1 
over Lubinski 


William D. Ford, 45, of 
Taylor , incumbent 
Democratic congressman in 
the 15th Congressional 
District, won renomination to 
the U S. Congress in the Aug. 8 
primary election.

Eugene Gribble, a man 
thousands of ac^lts and 
children knew as Santa Claus, 
is dead. 

Mr. Gribble died Thursday 
in the University of JMichigan 
Hospital, Ann Arbor, a victim 
of cancer. He was 53. 

Funeral services for the 
popular and veterap Santa 
Claus, who had been under 
treatment for several months, 
will be held Monday at the 
Baum Funeral Home, 36885 
Goddard Rd., Romulus. 

The Rev. Hal Ferris, pastor 
of the United Methodist 
Church of Romulus, will of- 
ficiate at the 1 p.m. services. 

Burial will be in the 
Michigan Memorial Park 
Cemetery, located near Flat 
Rock. 

Mr. Gribble, who played the 
role of Santa not only at 
Christmas time but 
throughout the year, is sur- 
vived by his wife, Marilynn; a 
daughter, Mrs. Michael 
(Donna Kay) Motley of 
Kentucky; a son, Thomas, of 
Dearborn Heights; a sister, v 
Mrs. Kathleen Cramer of 
Pennsylvania; and two 
brothers, Robert of Penn- 
sylvania and Chester of 
Traverse City. 

Mr. Gribble was bom in 
New f Salem. Pa., and lived in 
the City of Romulus for more 
than 20 years. He was em- 
ployed as a truck driver for 
the’ White Star Trucking Co., 
Inc. until felled by sickness. 

Bringing happiness and joy 
to others was his main con- 
cern. Playing the role of Santa 
Claus was Mr. Gribble’s 
greatest pleasure outside his 
family. For the last 13 years, 
hd set up during each Yule 
season his Christmas Fan- 
tasyland trailer, initially in 
Romulus, and more recently 
in the City of Belleville. 

It is said to be the most 
elaborate display in Michigan 
by a private individual and in 
the last 13 years more than 
200,000 children trooped 
through it and sat on his knee. 

Every Christmas eve 
Gribble, dressed as Santa, 
delivered to children presents 
their parents have left outside 
for him to pick up. 

He visited hundreds of 
churches, orphanages, con- 
valescent homes and other 
places in his red suit. Gribble 
grew a real long white beard 
and maintained it throughout 
the year.

A $200 bedspread can make a room filled with cut-rate 
furniture look inviting. 

So too can a little bit of carpeting and a sodded lawn make a 
house appear to be much better than it really is. 

Potential home buyers are constantly advised to see what 
they are getting for their money and to look at a house itself, 
minus the frills and trimmings. 

Before buying a home, a consumer should know what 
cqmes with the property. Some basic “extras.” like the 
furniture in a model home, are apparent. 

Bui how about the storm windows, the screens, light fix- 
tures? Are they included in the price of the home? Or, are the 
storm windows, screens and light fixtures shown on the 
mope! home the actual kind to be included in the purchase 
priqe of the home or will cheaper models be substituted? 

If;* builder agrees to make certain changes, the buyer 
shoXild get that agreement in writing along with the cost, if 
any is charged. 

Warranties should be thoroughly checked, especially on 
the furnace and water heater 

Depending on utility rates in the area, it may be a mistake 
to buy a home with electric heat in some areas; in other 
arfek^, it could be a mistake to buy a home with gas heat.

While even experts can fail to spot defects in the con- 
struction of a house, many defects can be spotted by most 
amateurs. 

For example, even a layman should be able to determine 
whether the traffic plan of a home is adequate, if there are 
any cracks in the basement walls and note whether the house 
rattles or leaks air. 

He can see whether the downspout is in place, whether the 
paint is blistered or if there are signs of flooding in the 
basement. 

Aside from such simple inspection, an appraiser's 
professional advice is often worth the cost. For a fee of $100 
or less, an appraiser can give the buyer a pretty good un- 
derstanding of the defects as w ell as the assets of a home. 

Although some home buyers feel they cannot afford to pay 
an appraiser, a real estate agent or a lawyer for assistance, 
consumer experts say that such professional fees are really a 
small price to pay on what is often the greatest investment 
ever made bv a consumer 


Some experts go so far as to say that “a home buyer really 
cannot afford not to obtain professional advice.” 

A lawyer may be especially helpful in handling financial 
arrangements in pilrchasing a home. 

For example, many risks are involved when property is 
purchased without title insurance from a title company. 

An attorney may also help a home buyer save money by 
finding a mortgage loan at a lower interest rate than the 
buyer might find on his own. 

He is more apt than the average consumer to be aware of 
the finer points of home buying. An attorney will probably 
ask whether the builder is bonded and make sure that the 
bank, from which the buyer receives his mortgage, receives 
a waiver of lien. Unless this waiver is received, an unpaid 
sub-contractor may file a lien or a claim against the 
property. In effect then, the home buyer would be forced to 
pay subcontractors — in addition to his monthly installment 
on his home. 

Some lawyers can also advise potential home buyers on 
local assessment practices, which could have an effect on 
property taxes. 

Local taxes should be checked by a home buyer in figuring 
out whether he can afford to live in a certain community. Is

Answer After a recent 
emergency meeting of the 
Michigan Congressional 
delegation, we were able to 
persuade the House 
Agriculture Committee to 
back down on the amendment 


hich would have had that 
effect. As you know, our state 
has strict meat inspection 
requirements that assure 
Michigan consumers the 
purest hot dogs and sausage in 
the country. Since the Federal 
government pays part of the 
cost of administering state 
meat inspection laws some 
Congressmen were pressing 
for absolute uniformity among 
all the states on meat in- 
spection standards. However, 
as now modified. the 
legislation would require 
states to meet minimum 
federal standards, but it would 
not penalize a state like 
Michigan that maintains a 
higher standard.

recommending a series of requirements that 
will force — by golly — motorists to buckle up 
for safety. They are: 

—Require motorists to buckle their seat 
belts. 

—Outlaw disconnecting the warning buzzer 
that sounds until the seat belts are fastened. 

—Permit right turns on a red light unless a 
sign specifically prohibits it. 

—Establish a national level of .10 per cent 
alcohol in the blood as proof of intoxication, a 
standard already enacted into law in 
Michigan. 

Col. John R. Plants, director of the 
Michigan State Police, is convinced that 
enforcement would be difficult if not im- 
possible, that people have got to want to 
protect themselves. 

“You could reduce highway fatalities by 
one-fourth to one-third across the country if 
people wore seat belts and shoulder har- 
nesses,” he said. 

But history bears evidence that a new law 
won’t help and that policemen will continue 
scraping people off the pavement. 

Michigan’s first threat from the federal 
government came when it required an annual 
safety inspection of automobiles. The 
legislature turned thumbs down. 

“Michigan bucked the federal government 
on the annual inspection, but we met the 
requirements by setting up check lanes,” 
Plants said. “California did the same thing.” 

The guessing here is that the legislature 
will have a seat belt bill in 1973, there will be 
cries of constitutional freedom and very little 
will be accomplished.

Toughened pollution 
law levies high fines 


Among the new public acts 
of 1972 is a tough law against 
the pollution of public waters. 
It strengthens an old law 
which had made it possible 
for industries guilty of major 
water pollution to escape with 
comparatively small fines. 

The new act permits fines of 
as much as $10,000 against 
industries which cause 
pollution of public waters, plus 
another $10,000 a day for each 
day the violation continues 
The old law mentions a $500 
fine but does not specifically 
set a maximum. 

In several recent cases, 
judges levied fines of only $500 
aganst industries guilty of 
serious water pollution. The 
fines were unpopular w r ith the 
public, but the courts held that 
under their interpretation of 
the law. it was the most they 
could levy. 

This brought aboui the new- 
law, which allows judges to 
impose stiff fines for pollution. 
The new statute will nol be 
effective until 90 days after 
this year s legislative session 
ends sometime in December 

Another significant new law 
clarifies the authority for 
establishing payments levels 
for certain patients in state 
mental institutions It permits 
the superintendent of a mental

hospital to make decisions on 
whether volunteer patients 
should pay for their care 
themselves or whether it 
should be paid by the state. 
This determination will be 
based on the patient’s 
financial status. 

Under the old law, it was 
unclear whether this decision 
should be made by the 
superintendent or by probate 
courts. 

Another law\ which gets into 
the area of public safety, 
requires the fireproofing of 
tents. It covers the full range 
of tents, ranging from those 
used for public assemblies 
down to small camping tents. 

One of the other new laws 
permits girls to take part in 
non-contact interscholastic 
sports It provides that female 
high school students have the 
legal right to compete for a 


position on a boys’ team. This 
is in line with recent court 
decisions which held that girls 
could not be denied the chance 
to try out for high school 
sports teams. 

Tiie legislature also took 
action to strengthen the 
state’s insurance code. Among 
other things, it sets new 
guidelines for the licensing of 
insurance agents, solicitors, 
adjusters and insurance 
counselors. 

Some of t he ot her new public 
acts enacted this year do the 
following : 

—Require that jailkeepers 
in county jails accept private 
donations of clothing for 
prisoners awaiting trial. 

—Permit cities and villages 
which ow r n public utilities to 
borrow' money for as much as 
five years for capital ex- 
penditures related to the 
utilities 

—Increase from five to six 
per cent the rate of interest on 
judgements recovered in civil 
court actions. 

—Permit a county which has a 
delinquent tax revolving fund 
to borrow money and issue 
notes in anticipation of the 
collection of the delinquent 
taxes. 


there a local income tax? What are the^x rates for the city, 
school district and county? 

The buyer should know whether he can afford special taxes 
levied for extras, whether the roads are paved and if the 
sewers have been installed. If not, spetial assessments may 
later be needed for these facilities. n 

If a builder doesn’t keep his promises, a home owner has 
several recourses. 

He should talk to the local prosecutor if he had the 
misfortune to do business with an unlicensed builder. 

If the builder is licensed, complaints may be addressed to 
the Residential Builders and Maintenance and Alteration 
Contractors Board. Although the bdard can’t force the 
builder to keep his promises, the builder is very much aware 
that the board may revoke or suspend his license and is often 
quick to take action on complaints. 

The Michigan Consumers Council warns new home buyers 
not to delay in filing complaints because a complaint could be 
voided by the statute of limitations. 

If the complaint involves a claim of under $300, a home 
buyer can sue the builder in the small claims division of the 
district court in his area. In the small claims lawsuit, a home 
buyer doesn't need to be represented by a lawyer. 

More importantly, the builder cannot hire a lawyer to 
represent him. 

Complaints in the small claims division may be filed in the 
Court Clerk’s office in Room 1101 of the City-County Building, 
2 Woodward Ave., downtown Detroit, between 8:30 a.m. and 
3:30 p.m. Monday thru Friday. 

If the complaint involves a claim in excess of $300, a home 
buyer may file a lawsuit in circuit or district court. In these 
cases, however, the home buyer will probably need to hire an 
attorney. 

Such steps, however, can be avoided by home buyers who 
take a few precautions, which I have tried to outline here. 

Home ownership has become almost a tradition in the 
American way of life. It can be rewarding — and offers most 
people a sense of security and self-esteem. 

By keeping some of these basic precautions in mind, home 
ownership can be just that.

Permanent 
labeling 
is a law 


Consumers who have 
anxiously tried to memorize 
all the care instructions on the 
tag of a garment can relax. 
Under a new’ Federal Trade 
Commission ruling, all 
wearing apparel 
manufactured after July 3, 
1972, domestic and imported, 
must have a permanent label 
that carries care instructions. 
Each permanent care label 
will have instructions that will 
help the consumer with 
regular garment maintenance 
such as washing, drying, and 
drycleaning 

This new ruling was put into 
effect because the FTC 
responded to a consumer 
demand for such information. 
There was evidence that 
consumers were losing money 
by damaging clothes through 
improper cleaning Home 
sew’ers will also benefit from 
permanent care labeling, 
because apparel yard goods 
are included in the regulation. 
Retailers of these fashion 
fabrics will be required to give 
the home sewer care labels 
regardless the size of the piece 
of fabric she buys. 

Because of this ruling, some 
27.000 apparel manufacturers 
will pay for the permanent 
care labels Those who never 
used care labeling must set up 
at least minimal facilities to 
pre test every item in their 
lines That’s the evidence that 
must be presented that the 
care instructions are ac- 
curate. 

Here briefly are the other 
major points of the FTC 
ruling: 

1 Labels may be woven or 
printed, or instructions 
printed directly on the gar- 
ment Instructions must 
remain legible for the life of 
the garment 

2 Exempted are shoes and 
footwear, hats, gloves, small 
items and those that could be 
damaged or have their ap- 
pearance spoiled by a per- 
manent label. 

3 The FTC will accept 
requests for exemption ar- 
ticles that retail for under 
$3 00 and are completely 
washable 

4 Manufacturers are 
permitted to use their own 
wording on the label for now r 
The FTC only requires that 
care methods be effective in 
cleaning the garment without 
harming it.

Voter failure to okay an 
additional 1 4 -mill tax for the 
Huron-Clinton Metropolitan 
Authority (HCMA) will mean 
slower development of 
proposed park sites and the 
inability to redevelop Belle 
Isle 

This prediction was made 
by David O Laidlaw, HCMA 
director, following Tuesday’s 
rejection of the requested 
additional millage. 

The count was 324,524 


against the proposal, with 
184,625 for it. In Wayne 
County, 195,362 voters 
rejected it, while 114,745 
supported it. Voters in 
Livingston. Macomb, Oakland 
and Washtenaw counties also 
resoundingly turned the 
proposal down. 

According to Laidlaw, the 
HCMA’s first step will be to 
“analyze our financial 
situation, and the HCMA’s 
Board of Commissioners will 


then decide on the authority's 
future course “ 

“We are disappointed that 
this park proposal has failed 
to win voter support at this 
time," Laidlaw said 


He noted (hut all millage 
requests met strong voter 
resistance in this primary 
election and that the 
authority's proposal was just 
one of several defeated by the 
voters. 


“Maybe we have failed over 
the years to adequately in 
form the citizens of the need 
for future regional parks and 
the benefits they will receive 
from such an expanded 
system of metropolitan 
parks' continued Laidlaw 
“However, I do want to 
commend the recently formed 
Citizens Committee for 
Continuing Progress in 
Recreation for their mar- 
velous efforts to inform the 


citizens of the district about 
this vital ballot issue “ 

He also stated that because 
the voters rejected the ad- 
ditional ' » mill, the authority

over and redevelop Belle Isle 
because the project is too 
costly to undertake without 
added revenues.

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State chamber issues education proposals 


Michigan school districts could save $465 million a year in 
operating costs if they adopted 12 proposals developed by the 
Michigan State Chamber of Commerce 

Implementing a year-round school system and making 
better use of driver education training ranges could save $215 
million alone, notes Harry R Hall, state chamber president 

In addition, making use of new innovations in school 
construction could save each district 40 per cent of its annual 
building costs on all exterior construction 

These three new proposals join nine other chamber- 
sponsored. money-saving ideas developed earlier that would 
save the additional $250 million each year. All have been 
thoroughly researched by the chamber’s education 
specialists and a volunteer task force of businessmen and 
approved by the board of directors. 

"The increasing demand for more money for school 
operations is based on the myth that a perennial boost in 
budgets will cure all the ills of education.” Hall said. "Unless 
taxpayers unalterably insist that existing human and 
financial resources be utilized more effectively, there will be 
neither adequate education nor adequate public dollars for 
anything else. It is our firm conviction based on well- 
dbcumented research, that education has adequate funds to 
meet present and future needs if long overdue internal 
structural and program reforms are made.” 

“The proposals of the state chamber are designed to 
reallocate existing funds, to improve educational 
achievement and to abruptly halt the intolerable tax in- 
creases at the state and local level,” he said. "The education 
crisis cannot be solved by more dollars. It can be solved by 
more education per dollar.”

By implementing a year-round school system, districts 
could save taxpayers $200,000,000 a year in school con- 
struction and debt costs alone 

Basically, the state chamber has four plans for year-round 
school organizations that, according to the proposal, will 
‘ permit better utilization of existing facilities and properties 
and curtail total costs of education while improving 
educational achievement.” 

Briefly, the principal types of year-round school plans are: 

—Trimester, composed of three 78-day sessions in which 
the school day is lengthened from six to seven hours and the 
students attend 156 instead of the usual 180 days. Two-thirds 
of the students are in attendance at a time with one-third on 
vacation. 

—Quarter divides students into four groups, each group 
attending three 12-week sessions and vacationing, according 
to family units, the other. 

—In the 45-14 method, students are also divided into four 
groups with each group attending school for 45 class days and 
having 15 days off. In this method the classes scheduled are 
staggered 15 days apart so only three of the four groups are in 
class at a time 

—The Quinmester system also divides school time into 45- 
day units with four comprising the school year and the fifth 
as a vacation period. 

With these ideas in mind, the proposal will save money by 
eliminating the need for new' construction, since building is 
done either to take care of expanding student populations or 
to renovate old buildings. Both could be eliminated since the 
schools would be in constant use. Old buildings could be 
closed down and present ones used to take care of increased 
enrollments. 

Advantages to the program, according to the chamber, 
include being able to more easily find jobs for the students 
since they would filter into the market year-round instead of 
just the summer months, being able to plan new types of 
courses that need extra time, having shorter vacations more 
frequently, helping eliminate late-summer juvenile 
delinquency that is frequent now, and better utilization of 
equipment and schools. 

An additional $982,800 could be saved if schools used their 
own driving ranges more and city street driving less in 
driver’s education courses. 

The new state chamber-sponsored proposal suggests that 
this plan would increase the pupil-teacher ratio from 3-1 for 
on-the-street experience to 18-1 for range training and, in the 
long run, saves taxpayers nearly $1 million. 

"We’re not advocating completely cutting out the on-the- 
street training, just cutting it dowTi from the customary six 
hours a week to three, ” Hall said.

The Chamber s report further documents research studies 
indicating the multiple car method used on the driving range 
is just as effective as on-the-street method. Andon-the-street 
training is still possible since between the time a student 
passes the course and receives his license, he must wait for 
30 days. During this time, the study shows, he may work with 
his parents on a learner’s permit. 

Since the public is constantly turning down bond proposals 
for new school construction, it would make sense to think of 
the alternatives to building that new school, the state 
chamber recommends in its third money-saving proposal. 

By seriously considering an alteration in the organization 
of grades and consolidating several districts into one unit, 
educators could make the best use of existing facilities and 
discourage the need for new ones. 

The proposal further recommends that existing grade 
separations, K-6, 7-9, 10-12, be flexible so that current 
building facilities are used to their best advantage as student 
population within each division changes. 

The chamber also suggests that school districts with 
continuing facilities’ problems consider consolidating with 
other districts, thus forming one unit and cutting building 
costs considerably. 

These plans, coupled with a little foresight in building new 
facilities, can save school districts 40 per cent in exterior 
building costs each year, the chamber estimates. 

Flexibility is the key word and new buildings should be 
designed to accommodate the entire community, not just 
school children By using metal skin or pre-finished, water- 
proofed, concrete blocks for outside construction, districts 
could save about $2 per square foot in building costs. 

Inside, if schools were planned with adequate lighting to 
eliminate the need for windows, thousands a year could be 
saved in w r indow-cleaning costs alone, not to mention the 
savings due to vandalism, heat loss and the cost of shades 
and drapes for windows. 

In 1971 the public turned down almost $190 million in bond 
proposals for construction of new school facilities, the state 
chamber feels it would be better to cut the costs of con- 


struction and eliminate the chance of monies not being ap- 
proved for important educational needs 

An additional $250 million savings can be implemented by 
cutting back on staff expenditures. 

These cuts include increasing the pupil-teacher ratio, 
repealing teacher tenure, hiring paraprofessionals for 
supervisory positions like hall duty, lunch room supervision, 
etc., requiring teachers to spend 25 houfs a week actually 
teaching and instituting cooperative purchasing 
arrangements among school districts. 

The state chamber research shows that by increasing the 
pupil-teacher ratio from 24-1 to 30-1, ^schools can save 
$158,026,848 with the present teacher tenure system and 
$199,130,598 without it. The chamber has documented that the 
increased student load has no detrimental effects on the 
individual’s education. 

This proposal goes hand in hand with one that would 
require teachers to spend at least 25 hours a week doing what 
they were hired for — teaching. This would eliminate the 
need to hire new teachers and get the highly-paid help — 
teachers who make $7 to $8 an hour — out of lunchroom 
supervision and into teaching. 

For these principally supervisory tasks, the state chamber 
proposes hiring paraprofessionals at half the cost of the 
teachers and allowing them not only to take over in study 
halls and lunch rooms, but help with grading simpler tests — 
like multiple choice. 

If the repeal of the Teacher Tenure Act were added to this 
list, the schools could further cut their expenditures by 
getting rid of incompetent or unproductive teachers who are 
at the top of their salary scales and hiring younger ones to 
replace them. 

If school districts pooled their purchasing efforts, a state 
chamber-conducted survey proves they could save $1.6 
million for each one per cent savings, ft can be done with 
proper leadership and a solid set of purchasing guidelines 
developed by the state department of education.

per cent — 1,574 votes out of a total of 318,436 votes cast in 
Wayne County. Tlie final unofficial tally was 158,431 for and 
160,005 against. 

"The fact that the vote was so close shows there is wide 
community agreement with our contention that renewal of 
the 1-mill was vital at this time for the sake of sound financial 
planning,” FitzPatrick stated "It is gratifying to the 
thousands who worked in behalf of County Proposition B that 
it nearly passed, while other important millage proposals 
lost by huge margins. 

"For the same compelling reasons that the proposition was 
on the primary ballot, it will be necessary’ to put the question 
before the voters in a future election. The county budget 
crisis is very dire, and unavoidable additional costs will 
make it worse. 

"In view’ of our anticipated budget deficit of up to $15 
million, it will be e.rtremely difficult to avoid further, 
disastrous curtailment of already-minimal county services 
next fiscal year, now that we do not havp the assurance that 
revenue from the 1-mill will be forth-coming after Nov. 30, 
1974. 

"Fiscal responsibility requires that we prepare in advance 
to take the financial blow when it comes.” 

FitzPatrick said the County Board of Commissioners, in 
consultation with other important segments of the com- 
munity. could decide to put the l-mill renewal on the ballot 
either in the November general election or in conjunction 
with next year’s municipal elections. 

A last-ditch effort could be made in the 1972 state-wide 
elections, "But this would mean the county would have to 
provide minimal services in a nightmarish financial 
situation for two more years,” FitzPatrick added. 

"A number of complicated factors must be analyzed 
carefully before a decision is made,” he said. Among them is 
the fact that the commissioners intend to place a capital 
improvement proposal on the November ballot. 

It would finance court-ordered jail facilities and perhaps 
an out-county juvenile court and detention home, as 
recommended in a year-long study. The amount of the 
millage — expected to be 1-mill or less — and its duration 
have not been decided yet by the Commissioners. 

Some 720 jobs at county facilities are expected to be vacant 
by the Nov. 30 end of this fiscal year as a result of an $8 
million budget "freeze” imposed by the .commissioners to 
minimize the deficit. In spite of the freeze, an $12-$15 million 
deficit is anticipated due to inflation and cost increases 
imposed by court and legislative mandates.

Nevada casinos use ‘eye in the sky’ to keep odds favorable 


RENO, Nev. — Like nearly everything else in the 
billion-dollar world of Nevada gambling, catching the quick- 
fingered professional cheater is often a matter of luck. 

And although they don't win every time, for 25 years 
casinos have used the well-known but little-publicized "Eye 
in the Sky’ ’ to keep the odds in their favor. 

Peering constantly over the would-be cheater’s shoulder, 
the eye is the casino’s relatively unsophisticated version of 
the all-seeing Big Brother. It is house security’s best friend. 

Usually armed only with the naked eye, the man in the 
"eye’’ hidden behind two-way mirrors keeps a constant 
watch for the "crossroader”— the professional cheater who 
bilks table games and slot machines of untold millions an- 
nually. 

The eye in the sky— also dubbed "the catwalk" or "the

to a professional thief. Nevada casinos win nearly $650 
million each year, only a percentageof the total that is bet. It 
has been estimated that the professional cheater may steal 
up to $25 million Exact figures, of course, are impossible to 
determine But casino officials say confidently that cheating 
is on the decrease, and they give much of the credit to the 
omnipresent eye in the sky. 

Although formats for the catwalk vary from casino to ca- 
sino, the purpose of each is to provide the lookout with an 
unobstructed view of every square foot of the casino. 

In one casino in Reno, the catwalk is a labyrinth of craw- 
Iways tucked between casino floors. The man in the eye can 
peep through mirrors located over bars, change booths, mon- 
ey counting rooms and even the stage in the show lounge. 

Nevada casino executives long have been extremely se- 
cretive about their security methods. Although they have 
never denied the existence of the eye in the sky, they are re- 
luctant to discuss specifics. 

Almost never is an outsider allowed onto the catwalk. Even 
after agreeing to talk to a pair of newsmen recently, some 
questions didn't get answers. They won’t say, for instance, 
how many people are on duty behind the mirrors. 

It’s part of the psychological game the casinos believe 
make the mirrors work. Even if there is only one man on 
dut> , the cheater can’t know where he is or what he is wat- 
ching. 


TTie men who prowl the catwalks are invariably ex -dealers, 
although on occasion one-time cheaters have been ised. They 
are experts on all the major games and they know the ways 
of the slot machine. 

One veteran lookout has been crawling the catwalks for 
five years. A compact 5 feet 6, 130 pounds, he’s ideally suited 
for scampering over, under and aroiBid the many built-in ob- 
stacles on the catwalk. 

At hand are cameras and videotape units. Candid snap- 
shots of suspected cheaters decorate the walls inside the 
catwalk office. 

As he peers through one of the hundreds of mirrored win- 
dows above the crowded casino floor, the lookout is hunting 
for what he calls "the unnatural." 

"I’m looking for anything unusual," he says. "Anyone will- 
ing to cheat, whether it’s a customer or an employe, has to do 
something out of the ordinary." 

Things that would catch his eye might include someone 
looking around to see where the floor man is, a customer 
placing unusually large bets, or a dealer not using normal 
dealing procedures. Casino executives agree that cheating 
seems to be on the decrease. 

"Because of the increase in types of surveillance and the 
fact it is getting better," a Harolds Club official said, "chea- 
ters are finding it harder and harder to play."

State honored by AAA 
as safe pedestrian area 


Michigan has been honored 
as one of the nation’s safest 
areas for pedestrians with an 
Award of Excellence, the 
second highest honor for 
states in the 33rd annual 
National AAA Pedestrian 
Safety Inventory.

In recognition of Michigan’s 
outstanding achievements in 
pedestrian safety programs in 
1971, a special plaque has been 
presented to Gov. Milliken by 
Richard R. Dann, Automobile 
Gub of Michigan executive 
vice-president. 


Michigan received the 
award for Excellence on the 
basis of its legislative and 
safety control programs plus a 
significant reduction in 
pedestrians injured in traffic 
the last two years,” Dann 
stated 

“A 16 per cent drop in 
pedestrian injury accidents 
was recorded in Michigan the 
past two years,” Dann pointed 
out. ‘‘The number of 
pedestrians injured went from 
7.589 in 1969 to 6.402 in 1971. 

‘ This significant decline is a 
major reason for this state 


being among the nation's 
leaders in traffic safety in 
1970-71.” 

Michigan's 1971 pedestrian 
injury rate per 100,000 
population was 71 as com- 
pared with an average of 77 
for all competing states. The 
pedestrian death rate was 4.5 
compared to 4.6 nationally in 
the inventory. 

Auto Club points out that for 
the first half of 1972, Michigan 
has 131 pedestrian deaths, a 12 
per cent drop over the first six 
months of 1971 


Dog warden to get 
truck radio equipment 


Radio equipment removed 
from the Romulus dog war- 
den’s truck by orders of 
Council President Jimmie 
Raspberry has been ordered 
re-installed by the city 
council. 

The council at Thursday’s 
session mandated the 
Department of Public Works 
to re-install all radio equip- 
ment in the dog warden s 
truck as soon as possible. The 
council’s action followed 
considerable discussion on the 
matter. 

In July, while in his capacity 
as acting mayor (Mayor Hyle 
J. Carmichael was on an out- 
of-town vacation), Council 
President Jimmie Raspberry 
ordered the DPW to remoye 
the radio equipment. r 

It was reported the driver bf 
the dog warden’s truck, which 
was operating on the radio 
frequency of the Wayhe 
County Road Patrol of tfie 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, was answeDihg 
police calls and showing up on 
miscellaneous police runs by 
the sheriff’s office. d 

Raspberry, who is currently 
out of town, took action to halt 
such operation pending 4he 
installation of the city’s iyn 
radio dispatching system. 

The city has ordered new 
radios and radio equipment 
for all city-owned vehiclessby 
advertising for bids on July 25. 

Councilman James ^C. 
Stewart reported that at a 
recent council discussion it 
was agreed to re-install the 
radio “This radio has not 
been put back in operation 
regardless of city or sheriff 
frequency. The city leaves 
itself wide open for a law suit. 
I request that the radio be 
installed immediately,” he 
said. 

Stewart also disclosed that 
he had inquired at a previous 
executive council session 


about the orders to remove the 
radio and was not given a 
satisfactory answer. 

Councilman Brooker R. 
Edwards said some directive 
should be given to the DPW to 
have this radio re-installed 

“I understand the new 
radios ordered by the city will 
take some time to get into 
operation. Citizens recently 
calling the dog pound couldn’t 
get any service. We could 
leave the radio in the truck 
until our dispatching system is 
finally set up.” 

City Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar reported the deadline 
for accepting bids on the new 
radios and related equipment 
is three or four weeks away. 
Edwards, in commenting on 
the radio removal, disclosed 
that Raspberry has had a 
“change of heart.” 

Councilman Edmund W. 
Bizek supported Edwards in 
his motion to direct the DPW 
to re-install the radio, and the 
council approved it. 

Romulus Pound Master 
George Hartgrove reported 
several calls involving serious 
situations in the city were not 
answered due to the inability 


of contacting the dog warden’s 
truck. 

He said the dog pound 
receives at least 25 calls per 
day involving not only dogs 
but other assorted cases. 

Recently, the pound 
received a rattlesnake, 
alligator, pigs, a pony, cows 
and even a horse. The animal 
shelter is located at 35257 
Goddard Rd., Romulus. 

A request made by Har- 
tgrove for an additional 
employe to be used at the 
pound was approved by the 
council. Mayor Carmichael 
was instructed to make use of 
an employe hired under the 
Emergency Employment Act 
funds (EEA). 


Michigan achieved a score 
of 100 per cent in pedestrian 
legislative phase of the in- 
ventory. National AAA 
commended the state 
legislature for reviewing and 
updating pedestrian laws, 
permitting I oca ^communities 
to enact pedestrian safety 
control programs and 
enabling the governor to do 
whatever is necessary to 
secure full benefits under the 
National Highway Safety 
Program. 

The State Office of Highway 
Planning and State Police also 
were cited by National AAA 
for their efforts in improving 
pedestrian safety in Michigan.

4 Ship -ahoy’ approaches 
for pair’s dream project 


The launching of the dream 
projecl of a Van Buren 
Township man and his brother 
is just a few weeks away. 

In April, 1971, Thomas 
Weedon, 33, of 41465 Fret Rd.. 
and his brother, Ray, 30, of 126 
College Place, Ypsilanti, 
began constructing a 28-foot- 
long ocean-going boat in the 
backyard of the Fret Road 
residence. 

The boat, being readied for 
launching, is a three-hull 
trimaran, a new type of 
watercraft which has been out 
for about 10 years. Very few 
design plans are available to 
work from, the brothers said. 
Their plans were designed by 
Edward Horstman of 
California 

The brothers, who were both 
raised in northern Michigan 
and love the water, decided to 
build the boat instead of a 
summer cottage as their 
means of summer recreation 
for their families. 

After checking available 
designs, which were un- 
satisfactory, the brothers 
contacted Horstman in 
California. He drew desired 
plans and blueprints and sent 
them to the Weedons. 

They began to build the hulls 
separately in the backyard. 
When the hulls were com- 
pleted, they were moved 


around to the front of the Fret 
Road home, where other 
facilities and boat sections 
were added. 

The boat’s deck is flushed 
and unobstructed It is to be 
powered by a Chrysler marine 
engine (outboard) which has 
been installed in an inside well 
of the boat. 

The boat’s 40-foot -high main 
mast was scheduled to be 
completed this week and 
attached to the boat's main

deck. It has a 18-foot wide 
cabin and sleeps six. 

At the start of their boat 
building project, Ray and Tom 
worked on the hulls in a plastic 
shelter which had to be 
abandoned as the boat grew in 
size. However, this did not 
deter the brothers from 
continuing on their dream 
boat every available hour and 
day. 

Ray, who served a tour of 
duty in the U.S Army (his 
brother served in the U.S. Air 
Force) described plans for 
launching their boat on ihe 
Detroit River and sailing to 
Nick’s Marina, located two 
miles south of the northern tip 
of Grosse lie on the Detroit 
River. 

TTie boat will be towed over 
a special designated route 
from Van Buren Township to 
the Detroit River. 

Ray reported the State 
Highway Department will lay 
out the 30-mile route, which 
will be only on county roads 
The Wayne County Road 
Commission also will be in- 
volved in the boat’s tran- 
sportation. 


“The boat will be moved the 
same way houses are removed 
and transported A car in front 
and back of the boat will be 
used to alert traffic along the 
way.

Effective 
dale of the amendment is 
Sept 27 

"This action is another step 
in the Board of Com- 


MEN’S PANTS 
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missioners continuing effort to 
improve the county ad- 
ministrative structure," said 
Board Chairman Robert E. 
Fitzpatrick. 

"Under the old, indirectly- 
chosen Board of Supervisors, 
the county government 
operated by what amounted to 
remote control through a 
maze of Ixiards and com- 
missions not directly ac- 
countable to the voters. 

"Every study of the county 
structure has recommended 
that this maze of semi- 
autonomous appointed bodies, 
which some people have 
called a shadow’ government,’ 
lie simplified " 

The Board of Com- 
misssioners also amended the 
ordinance governing Wayne 
County General Hospital, 
effective Sept 27, to place 
three commissioners on the 
hospital governing board, the 
Board of County Institutions. 

Under the amendment, 
three commissioners will 
replace the three citizens 
serving on the five -member 
hospital board by appointment 
of the Board of Com- 
missioners. The two other 
members are appointed by the 
County Board of Auditors. 

Coin missioners will serve 
on the hospital board without 
additional compensation. 
Members of the hospital board 
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now receive $4,500 annually 
with the chairman getting 
$5,000 

FitzPatrick pointed out that 
the hospital, with a budget of 
$36 2 million, is the county’s 
largest department. 

"It is critically important 
that the closest possible 
liaison exist between the 
hospital and the Board of 
Commissioners Having three 
commissioners on the hospital 
board will ensure lhal degree 
of liaison." FitzPatrick said. 

A i cc nil study of the county 
government by consultants 
recommended the hospital 
and Child Development 
Center boards be abolished.

The Dean 
hangs up 

track shoes

' Dick Miller, the dean of area cross country coaches, has 
hung up his track shoes. 

Unbelievable, but true. 

The 37-year-old Wayne Memorial High School cross 
country coach and ex-track mentor has called it quits as a 
coach to accept a counseling post at the high school. 

An exciti ng era came to an end with Miller’s resignation. 

That era, punctuated by a 
controversial season in 1960 
which left the Zebra coach and 
his harriers within grasp of 
I ihe state title, covered 15 

■ HmP years. 


“It was either coaching or 
counseling,” said Miller, “it 
couldn’t be both. It wouldn't 
be fair to the kids who needed 
my services. I can’t be at two 
places at once.” 

Miller said he had talked the 
situation over with George 
Bell, principal of the high 
school, and it was decided that 
the veteran coach would not 
split his time between the two 
demanding professions.

Miller, who was graduated from Ball State University in 
Muncey, Ind., where he earned his bachelor of science in 
education and his masters, has coached track at the high 
school as well as cross country. 

He was assistant track coach to Don Domke, now the 
athletic director at Westland John Glenn, for seven years 
before accepting the head coaching job which he held for 
three years. 

His most rewarding “and yet most frustrating” year as a 
cross country coach was 1960. 

Undefeated in the Huron-Rouge League and crowned 
champ of that conference, Miller’s harriers were robbed of 
the state Class A championship because of a foul up at the 
finish line. 

“They made a mistake in scoring,” said Miller. “After the 
first 25 runners crossed the finish line, the judges formed to 
chutes to score the rest of the field. However, they scored all 
runners who entered the “B“ chute before those who entered 
the “A” chute, regardless of the actual time of finish 

“My first three runners finished in the top 25, however, our 
number four and five who entered into the “A" chute finished 
later than my sixth man who in reality came in with a slower 
time but went through the “B“ chute.” 

The state title was awarded to Ypsilanti and Wayne was 
given a fourth place. 

And Miller hasn’t gotten over that incident yet. 

Ypsilanti had finished third in the league that year while 
Wayne had posted its first and only perfect dual meet season 
They won all eight of their meets. 

Miller’s teams also have finished fifth and sixth in state 
cross country competition. 

The prep athlete has also changed over the span of 15 
years, the Wayne coach feels. 

“In the late fifties and early sixties you didn’t have to prod 
athletes to get the best out of them,” he said. “Though there 
is an occasional good individual athlete nowadays, attitude 
has changed. 

“It was ‘team effort’ before and I’m afraid that that has 
disappeared today,” Miller pointed out. “I was noted for 
being a tough coach and in many ways I was. I demanded the 
best, out 1 wasn’t that tough so that the kids and I didn’t enjov 
what we were doing. 

And I think that s one of the keys to success - eniovinn 
what you’re doing.” 

his “All-Time Wayne Memorial Team” 

Miller paused. 

“Hey. that’s tough. How about giving me a couple of days 
for that one. I just don’t want to leave anyone out.” 

But slowly he let the years slip back and he dug into his 
memory book and pulled out the following names: Demsey 
Yearout, Gary Schultz, Pete Giza, Jerry Szukaitis, Johnny 
Miller, Pat Enes, Mike DeMara, Dennis Hamm, John 
protar.

Gene Reaves is called the “Autograph King of the World.” 
And the Canton Township constable earned the title by 
nudging past hundreds of fans, writing to thousands of 
celebrities in order to accumulate a collection that has over 
21,000 signatures. 

And one of his prize collections is the 28 autographs and 
pictures of the former heavyweight champions of the world, 
beginning with the first recognized champ, Paddy Ryan 
(1882) to the reigning ruler, Joe Frazier 

“I was fortunate enough to get some of the autographs in 
person,” said the 70-year-old Reaves who looks like he’s in 
his early fifties. “I met Jack Demsey in Florida and also 
Muhammed Ali (nee Cassius Gay) and they were kind 
enough to give me their autographs.” 

Reaves said his love of boxing goes back to his childhood 
days. He boxed as an amateur and later organized clubs for 
youngsters to learn the sport. 

“In fact, at one time we were able to utilize the facilities of 
the Naval Armory in Detroit. Would you believe at one time 
we even had Joe Louis in one of our groups?” 

Louis, the “Brown Bomber” held the heavyweight title for 
nearly two decades during the late thirties and forties. 

Decorating the walls of their trailer are more than 600 
photos of athletes and movie stars. 

Reaves’ reputation as an autograph hound reached 
national prominence this year when he was asked to appear 
on the Goodson-Todman Enterprises’ “To Tell the Truth” 

“Though the show hasn’t appeared on the local channels as 
yet,” said Reaves, “it has run in Flint and Florida. In fact a 
man called me from Florida a couple of weeks ago whom I 
hadn’t seen in ages and said that ‘I hadn’t changed a bit.” 

Reaves said that Channel 7 is due to feature the show 
within the next 30 days. 

Married to Madelyn, the Reaves have one daughter who is 
married. They make their home at 39500 W. Warren in the 
Royal Holiday Mobil Park in Canton Township. 

“We were the first couple to move into this court,” said 
Reaves. “When we moved in there wasn’t any gas or any 
other convenience.” 

Reaves, a retired auto auctioneer, also loves to build 
miniature cars. 

“I built the first child's minature racing car in Detroit,” 
said Reaves, “it was three to five feet long and was powered 
by a three horsepower continental engine.” 

One of Reaves’ models, which was five-feet long and less 
than 20 inches high won him the “Gold Hammer Award”. The 
award was presented to him by Mechanics Illustrated 
magazine in 1952 for “building the world’s fastest and 
smallest car.” 

“I never made any money on the cars,” recalled Reaves, 
“but we had a lot of fun putting them together. All we did 
is meet a lot of interesting people while working on them.” 

One of Reaves’ diminuative machines carried the lovely 
actress Ruth Hampton who starred in Johnnie Dark, a racing 
movie which also starred Tony Curtis. 

“Miss Hampton managed to get in one of those small cars 
of mine and she attracted a lot of attention. She was at the old 
Michigan Theater and the fans flocked in to look.” 

Oh. yes, Gene didn’t let the beautiful actress get away 
without giving him her autograph.

Before constructing an 
outdoor storage unit, check 
local building regulations for 
any restrictions, then 
carefully survey future needs 
to assure adequate space for 
mowers, tools, firewood or 
other items. 

Separating equipment and 
materials to be stored into 
categories such as tall or 
bulky will indicate dimensions 
of enclosures that will be 
needed This in turn will 
determine if the storage unit 
will fit into garage or carport, 
or if a freestanding structure 
is needed. 

Plan for future expansion as 
more gardening equipment is 
acquired Doors must be wide 
enough so that large articles 
can be moved easily. 

Most storage units, 
regardless of size, have 
structural similarities, such 
as framing of easy-to-work 
2x4-inch western woods.

Metropolitan Detroit, ex- 
plained that the booklet was 
published in order to alert 
home owners without in- 
surance to the availability of 
protection under the Slate 
Crime Insurance Program. 
The booklet is a handy guide 
to the questions of what? 
Where? Why? and How? Not 
only does it spell out the law in 
simple language, but pictures 
are included to help identify 
the type of locks which 
are needed to qualify for in- 
surance. 

This new insurance . is 
available through an act of the 
State Legislature. Anyone who 
could not afford existing in- 
surance policies, or did not 
qualify for coverage because 
of location, are now eligible 
under the new state program. 

The insurance provides 
coverage in amounts of $1,000, 
$2,000. $3,000 and $5,000, at 
rates ranging from $50 to $80 a 
year in Wayne, Oakland, 
Macomb and ’Washtenaw 
counties and $40 to $70 in the 
remainder of the state. This 
insurance, although still costy, 
is the first chance many 
residents have had to obtain 
burglary and robbery 
protection at a cost con- 
siderably less than previously 
existing rates. 

Breidenstein also pointed 
out that the booklet contains a 
warning to the community. 
The BBB cautions residents 
that this new bill may bring 
many “fly-by-night’’ and- 
dishonest salesmen into the 
area. They may have cheap 
locks and cfo a bad job of in- 
stalling them, or they may lie 
about the law and say you 
need more expensive locks or 
other devices than you really 
do need. 

Individuals wishing to ob- 
tain this crime insurance 
should shop carefully for the 
locks necessary. If locks are 
purchased which do not meet 
state minimum standards and 


a loss claim is later made, the 
claim will not be paid. 

Individuals who want to 
equip their homes with more 
expensive locks or other 
special devices are advised to 
shop carefully and to know the 
reputation and reliability of 
the firm which sells the 
equipment or installs it. Ifin

Business Bureau to see if it 
has a record of customer 
experience with the company.

Q. — Several years ago I 
took several layers of varnish 
off some old furniture, using 
regular varnish remover. The 
result was pretty good, but it 
was one of the messiest jobs I 
ever did. Someone has told me 
that it is possible to take oft 
old varnish with a propane 
torch. Is this possible? 

A.— Yes, it is possible, 
not done by a 
there is a 

When it is done, the 
torch is used with 
burner tip called 
spreader. Another way 
off an old finish is with 
the electric tools that does not* 
have an open flame. 

Despite your experience, 
using a varnish remover is die 
safest way to remove an old 
finish. Some of the removers 
are the wash-off type, per- 
mitting the old varnish to be 
washed off rather than 
scraped off after it has been 
softened. Several applications 
may be necessary if there are 
three or four coats of varnish 
on the furniture. Whatever 
type you use, be sure to follow 
the manufacturer’s recom- 
mendations on precautions to 
observe as well as how the 
surface should be treated 
after the old finish is gone.

Reader A.V. who keeps 
several different-sized metal 
washers on his key chain as 
pocket screwdrivers could do 
this with only one washer. I 
took a fairly thick washer and 
cut out sections of it, leaving

Q. — Can you tell me what 
the words ”5-pound cut” mean 
on the label of a bottle of shel- 
lac? Also, what’s the 
technique of using shellac? 

A — It means that there are 
five pounds of resin to one gal- 
lon of denatured alcohol. This 
must be reduced further 
before using by mixing with 
additional alcohol. For the 
beginner, it is best to use 5- 
pound cut shellac in a 50-50 
mixture with additional 
denatured alcohol. If the 
shellac is marked ”4-pound 
cut,” use a mixture of about 00 
per cent shellac to 40 per cen 
alcohol. After you have use , 
shellac a few times, you will 
begin to form your own
